GROUNDBREAKING 


he official “groundbreaking™ cere- 

mony for the new Redeemer College 
campus will take place, D.V., on Saturday, 
june 22, 1985 at 2:00 p.m. 

Friends and supporters of Redeemer Cal- 
lege are cordially invited to join us for this 
brief but extremely important and historic 
event. A number of political figures and 
representatives of various institutions and 
organizations have been invited to attend 
and several will extend brief remarks. It is 
expected thal representatives of both the 
print and electronic media will also be pre- 
sent to record the event. 

At the Fifth Annual Meeting of the sup- 
porting members of Redeemer College, 
held on Saturday, April 13, approval was 
given to commence with the development 
and construction of the new campus. Plans 
call for the construction to begin this sum- 


mer, with construction completion and oc- 
cupancy scheduled for the summer of 
1986. Classes will meet for the first time in 
the new facilities in September 1986. 
Groundbreaking activities—rain or 
shine—will commence at the Ancaster Fair 
Grounds located just east of the campus 
site on Highway 53.

Falls or Guelph, proceed west along Hwy. 
403 up the Niagara Escarpment (Hamilton 
Mountain), where Hwy. 403 ends at Hwy. 
2. Follow Hwy. 2 (Brantiord) to the first set 
of stop lights {at the junction of Hwy, 2 and 
Hwy. 53—Jocko’s Restaurant). Tum leit on- 
to Hwy, 53 and proceed to the Ancaster 
Fair Grounds (left side—just past Southcote 
Road). 

If you are coming from Brantiord simply 
follow Hwy. 53 to the faingrounds. 0

casion of what is hoped will be an an- 

nual ‘Visual Art Experience” at Redeemer 

College.

A: a result of three commemorative 
recitals in memory of Feike Asma, 
money was raised to create the “Feike 
Asma Memorial Scholarship in Music.” 

In memory of Feike Asma, the renowned 
Dutch organistd who passed away recently, 
a group of his Canadian friends and 
associates, including Ed Zwart of Grimsby 
and Ken Vander Wal of Hamilton, organ- 
ized the recitals. People who attended the 
recitals were asked to donate to the new 
scholarship fund. Participating organists in- 
cluded Chris Teeuwsen, Andre Knevel, Ken 
Vander Wal and Peter Spoelstra. 

At its meeting of May 11, 1985 the 
Academic Council approved the scholar- 
ship which will be officially known as the 
"Feike Asma Memorial Music 
Scholarship,’ and will have an initial value 
of $200.00. The scholarship will be 
awarded to a promising student in music 
on the recommendation of the Music 
Department and the Academic Standards 
Committee of Redeemer College. 

It is anticipated that other public events 
will be organized in the future, and that the 
proceeds from these events will be used to 
build the scholarship fund.

he 1984-85 hockey season has come 

to a close and in all respects, the team 
was drastically improved. Two years aga 
this Spring, Arend Kersten was chortling 
with sadistic pleasure as the team’s picture 
and dismal 0-24 record were published 
across the continent in Insight magazine.

Exams 
and midterms seemed to have taken the 
players’ minds off the game and the team 
looked quite ordinary in the defeat. 

The final game of the season was played 
against Brantiord in the Townsend Arena, 
The Royals were fired up for this game and 
quickly mounted to a 3-0 lead. The startled 
Brantford Classics began to fight back and 
the teams traded goals until early in the 
third period when a play that can only be 
described as “bizarre"’ sank the Royals.

through the legs of goaltender Paul Vander 
Kooy which continued through a small 
hole in the bottom of the net. The puck 
came around on the boards to Erick Schur- 
inga, just coming off the bench on a line 
change, who stormed up the ice into the 
Brantiord zone and scored. This would 
have put the Royals up 7-3 but the play was 
called back and after examining the net, 
the beleaguered official decided to uphold 
the Brantford goal and disallow the Royals’ 
marker. This turn of events sapped the 
Redeemer squad and they lost the game 
Fb. 

Tosum up the season, one would have-to 
say that the Royals started out strong but 
then struggled mid-way through the 
season. One cause for this struggle may 
have been the fact that the team has never 
had to deal with winning before. Practices 
would also have been very helpful in order 
to finish the season on a strong note. 

The end of the 1984-85 season means 
that three of the last four members of the 
first “pioneer” Royals hockey team have 
played their last game in a Royals’ jersey, 
Special thanks for three great years to Paul 
Vander Kooy, Wayne Roorda and Harry 
Zantingh. 

Finally, the Royals would like to thank all 
the fans who supported them over the ups 
and downs of the season.

n March 27 and 28, 1985, Re- 

deemer College President Henry R. 
DeBolster and Director of College Ad- 
vancement Arend Kersten attended the 
biennial meeting of the Evangelical 
Fellowship of Canada (ERC) in Ottawa. 

The Evangelical Fellowship of Canada is 
made up of evangelical Christian 
denominations (Pentecost, Missionary 
Alliance, Brethren in Christ, Mennonite, 
Christian Retormed, Baptist, Salvation Ar- 
my, etc.), evangelical Christian organiza- 
tions and educational institutions and. con- 
gregations and individuals who call 
themselves evangelical Christian. It 
publishes the bi-monthly magazine Faith 
Alive, and seeks to provide a united witness 
to government and society. Brian Stiller, an 
ordained Pentecostal minister, is the Ex- 
ecutive Director. 

The Christian Reformed Church plays an 
important role in the affairs of the EFC. OF 
the six workshops that were offered, two 
were led by well known Christian Re 
formed personalities. Gerald Vandezande 
of the Citizens for Public Justice presented 
a paper entitled “Educational Tax Exemp- 
tion” and Rev. Arie Van Eek, Executive 
Secretary of the Council of Christian 
Reformed Churches in Canada made a 
presentation on the “Canadian |nterfaith 
Network.” 

Rey. DeBolster and Arend Kersten at- 
tended the meeting in an effort to create 
greater awareness in the evangelical com- 
munity of Redeemer College and its pro- 


grams. While Redeemer College is commit- 
ted to providing distinctive Reformed Chris- 
tian education at the university level, it is 
also eager to recruit more students from the 
evangelical Christian world.

At the evening dinner, Rey. DeBolster 
and Mr. Kersten had supper with the 
Honorable Jake Epp, Minister of Health 
and Welfare, M.P. John Oostrum from 
Willowdale, and M.P. Ross Belsher, 
representing the riding of Fraser Valley East. 
Also present at the same table were Don 
Jost of the People’s Church in Toronto and 
Dr. Neil Snider, President of Trinity 
Western University in Langley, B.C. 

It was a good convention and an oppor 
tunity for Redeemer College to promote 
greater awareness among evangelical 
brothers and sisters of its purpose and pro- 
grams.

insurance for any medical or dental con- 
sultations. We go to the “Public Health 
Clinic” where it is free of charge, When it 
comes to donations, the only charitable

donations we do is in the form of our service 
fe.g., cooking for bazaars, collecting funds, 
etc.). We would give monélary donations 
now and again if itis possible; never in large 
amounts. My mother does not pay income 
tax due to the fact that she is not employed 
by anyone. Moreover, the amount of 
money she obtains yearly (about $2,000 
BZE) is not sufficient for tax to be charged. 
Quronly sources of money are a little candy 
shop that we rent and the money three per- 
sons pay for their meals. There are times

basis. My mother can barely manage to sup- 
port us. We try to help her by getting 
weekend jobs whenever possible. Summer 
jobs are a scarcity. Here in my country itis a 
funny world, The children of the rich and 
influential people are the ones to wham 
jobs are offered.
